RBSERV D by that Conſtituting Power,

And on this Account it is, that I ſay, The 
Parliament cannot be felo de ſe— This 
Opinion of mine, is fortifv'd by this Ar- 
gument, drawn from the Treaty of unis 
itlelf, viz. That there are ſundry Things 
mention’d in the faid Treaty, which itis 
left in the Power of the Parliament, and is 
exprefly ſtipulated, that the faid Parliament 
thall have Power to alter them; this, to 
me, ftrongly implies, That there are feodry 
Things, which the ſaid Parliament cannot 
altet ; nay, fome will fay it implies, that 
all other Things but what are not fe ex- 
preſs d, may not be altetꝭ d But I ſbal 
not go that length. b 

But on the other Hand, there are Things 
which are ſtipulated exprefly by the Trea- 
ty, not to be left, no, not to the Parliae 
ment of Britain to alter; ſuch as the Church 
of Scotland in particular, and the Church 
of England ; in both which, it is exprefly 
agreed, That the Worhhlp, Difcipline, and 
Government of either Churches, ſhall be, 
and remain, to the refpective Subjects, wiib- 
out any Alseration, mark that Word ANY,

the Government of ſuch a People But 
a Legally Ruling Sovereign, over 46 Obe- 
dient People, the Laws have join’d them, 
fet no man put them aſunder; that is, no 
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Man may put them aſunder, no, nor
